high-handed outrage at the mouth of 
the Columbia, where the property of 
citizens of Washington, fully abiding 
within tho law of that state, was 
destroyed by men coming from the 
state of Oregon, simply because the 
methods used in fishing on the Wash- 
ington side differed from those practiced 
by the Oregon men. My talk with Gov. 
Lord has been eminently satisfactory, he 
being emphatic in his declaration that 
the law will lie enforced and that stieh 
persons who may have participated in 
the destroying of fish traps at Ilwaeo 
will be promptly surrendered on requisi- 
tion if the sheriff and prosecuting attor- 
ney of Pacific county are prepared to 
identify any of the principals." 

Speaking of his action in ordering de- 
tachments of Washington militia to pa- 
trol the Columbia river, he snid : "From 
the showing made by Sheriff Honey 1 
considered it my duty to send to "the 
scene a sufficient force to administer the 
law and protect the property of citizens. 
This is not a question of lishirig 
or the likes antl dislikes of a 
certain set of fishermen. It re- 
solves itself into the right of the people 
to pursue their lawful avocation. That 
this might be assured, I ordered forty- 
three men from the Washington National 
Guard to Ilwaeo. The men arrived at 
the mouth of the river Thursday night, 
since when there has been no further 
trouble. At the present time it is hardly 
possible for me to estimate the damage, 
through lacking exact knowledge of the 
cost of the property involved," continued 
Governor McGraw. " Three piledrivers 
were set adrift, one of which proved a 
total loss, the other two being recovered 
in a damaged condition by tugs. A trap, 
which was lawfully operated in 1805, was 
demolished, and the piles of it new trap 
were pulled and 6et adrift."

In introducing the bill, the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland said that the gov- 
ernment believed that the land question 
was at tho root of the agitation for 
home rule. The bill would facilit- 
ate the purchase of holdings and prevent 
the lessee from having rent levied on his 
improvements. It embodied the most 
non-contentious proposals of the bill of 
1805 and modified others. It proposed 
that the tenant should lie deemed on 
the payment of two years' arrears, to be 
in just possession of his holding, leaving 
the landlord to recover the remainder of 
the arrears in the ordinary way. 

Continuing, Mr. Balfour said that the 
government had decided not to alter the 
statutory 15 years for fixing a fair rent. 
Purchase would not be compulsory, the 
chief secretary proceeded, as such a 
scheme would require possibly £200,000,- 
000, while the terms could not be so ad- 
vantageous to the tenant. The terms 
for repayment would be extended 
from -10 to over 70 years, and re- 
lief would be given to the tenants to- 
wards the end of their tenancy when 
they would be more likely to new! it, 
the payments decreasing with the length 
of the tenant-)' to every purchaser 
by less than twenty years' pur- 
chase. While at the start there would 
be 20 per cent, less rent than they were 
now jniying, they would also be relieved 
of 10 per cent, during the lirst thirty 
years. The bill, he said, extended the 
powers ot the congested districts board, 
enabling it to borrow to the 
extent of XI, 500,000. With regard 
to evicted tenants, Mr. Balfour said, the 
government had already declared that 
they could not consent to the use of 
public money, believing that aid should 
come from private sources; but they 
were prepared to re-enact the clause of the 
hind act lor a year, and so act as media- 
tors. Mr. Balfour concluded by saying 
that the bill .vus an honest endeavor to 
facilitate the substitution of peasant 
ownership for dual ownership. 

After hearing Mr. Balfour's speech the 
opinion expressed in the lobby was that 
a bill of such complexity as to have oc- 
cupied three hours in its explanation 
had little prospect of passing at this ses- 
sion of parliament, in view of the pro- 
longed debates expected on the educa- 
tion bill. 

When Mr. Gerald Balfour had con- 
cluded, lit. lion. John Morley, who was 
chief secretary for Ireland in the late 
Liberal cabinet and the author of the 
Irish land bill offered in the last parlia- 
ment, said that it was impossible to crit- 
icise such a complex bill until it was 
printed, but it was evident that it bris- 
tled with objectionable features and I 
luire a great deal of amend- 
committee. He warned the' 
nment that if tlyy wished to pass 
it thev must withdraw their education I 
bill. 

John Dillon, chairman of the Irish ! 
parliamentary party, declared that the 
bill was exti viiieU disappointing to lr<;- j 
land and was a further proof of tho in- I 
capacity of this parliament to legislate 
for Ireland. The measure, he said, was 
very inadequate as to fixing fair rents 
and as to dealing with evicted tenants, 
but he admitted that it was an improve- 
ment on the bill recently put forward. 

The bill was read for the first time 
and its second reading was fixed for 
April 27. 

in an interview John Redmond ad- 
mitted that the bill had good points and 
was better than Mr. Morley's, because it 
was intended to pass, while Mr. Morley's 
was not. He thought the improvement 
clauses would benefit tenants, but the 
purchase clauses, he said, were the most 
important. 

Horace Plunkett, member of parlia- 
ment for Dublin county, South, was also 
asked for his opinion. He regards the bill 
as an honest attempt to bring the land 
question within a measurable distance 
of a finality. 

An editorial in the Chronicle (Liberal 
on the new hind bill says: "It is 
primarily a purchase bill antl only in a 
dubious way a fair rent bill. It bids 
fair to resolve itself into an inflated 
scheme of purchase forced on the tenants 
by the hopelessness of getting justice 
from the land court." 

The parliamentary correspondent of 
the Standard says of the Balfour bill : 
" The reception accorded to the land bill 
was quite as favorable as the govern- 
ment expected. Mr. Morley's speech 
has created the impression that the op- 
position will not force a division against 
the second reading of the bill. Should 
it be found impossible to carry the 
whole bill, it is probable that the only 
fair rent clauses will be preceded with. 

The Daily News, the Liberal organ, 
declares that it is a landlords' bill. 

An editorial in the Times says; "The 
most serious objection to the bill is its 
length and complexity. A measure re- 
quiring three hours for explaining by a 
minister remarkable for his conciseness 
of expression and closeness of reasoning, 
can hardly bo adequately dealt with in 
less than itn entire session."

WAK SUPPLIES FOR CUBA. 

Successful Landing of Several Filibustering 
Parties— The " Bermuda's " Trip. 

Key »VbsTt Fla., April 13. — News has 
been received here of the landing on 
Cuban soil of the expedition command- 
ed by Col. Monson Aguerre, who had 
forty-five men, 800 rifles, 400,000 cart- 
ridges and a large amount of dynamite. 
Although the expedition cost but $50,- 
000, it is considered as important as thnt 
of Garcia and Collazo, because no money 
was spent on a steamer for it. Senor 
Collazo, with special orders from Dele- 
gate Palma, managed the affair in Key 
West and Tampa. He was assisted by 
Senors Payo and Figuerdo. Colonel 
Aguerre, commander of this expedition, 
is a veteran of the war of 1808. He 
served under Come/, and Maceo during 
the more brilliant years of the first revo- 
lution, and was promoted to the rank of 
colonel for his bravery in the invasion of 
Las Villus by Gomez in 1875. He also 
served under Gen. Calixto Garcia, who 
I all ways praised his military ability, be- 
\ lieving him one of the best soldiers in 
the Cuban army. Word has also been 
| received that two schooners loaded with 
| arms and ammunition had arrived safely 
| in Cuba, leaving their cargo with Ma- 
| ceo's army. 

| Philadelphia, April 13. — The steam- 
er Bermuda, which has proved a suc- 
cessful Cuban filibuster, arrived in port 
last night. Capt. O'Brien was not ready 
to risk any chances of arrest that 
might be lurking in Philadelphia. Hence 
a tug went down the buy to meet the 
vessel. When she reached Marcus 
Hook, twelve miles south of here, Capt. 
O'Brien and several others, among whom 
are supposed to be Gen. Garcia and Se- 
nor Nunez, disembarked, and were car- 
ried by the tugboat to the wharf. The 
party then took a train for New York. 
The Bermuda came to the city leisurely, 
and cast anchor. Some of the crew have 
come ashore. One of them recounted 
the incidents of the famous filibustering 
journey. He said thev carried 310 cases 
of war supplies to Cuba. He told bow 
the Bermuda had been repainted in a 
single night to avoid detection.

"THE INLAND SENTINEL." 

To the Editor : — In your issue of yes- 
terday th-re appears a letter of Mr. 
Frank S. Barnard referring to a letter in 
the Kam loops Inland Sentinel (with 
editor's comments) which was reprinted 
in the Victoria Times of the 10th in- 
stant, and which drew attention to the 
so-called "dirty method " in which Mr. 
Barnard realized on a certain security. 

It appears from Mr. Barnard's letter, 
and the line he refers to, that the three 
former proprietors of the Inland Sentinel 
had given him a second mortgage on 
their newspaper and plant to secure an 
advance on 1(4,300. That it was a risky 
security we learn from Mr. Barnard, for 
he says " fortunately for me the Inland 
Sentinel was lately purchased by Mr. 
Hewitt Bostock % " 

The three proprietors lately sold out to 
someone, Mr. Barnard states to Mr. 
Bostock, possibly, I venture to think, 
they were tired of a journalistic serfdom. 
Mr,' Barnard says that Mr. Bostock " had 
been in possession of the property some 
time without offering to pay even in- 
terest on the mortgage, hence steps were 
taken to collect the amount due in a 
lawful manner." This low insinuation 
that Mr. Bostock wished to avoid paying 
any just claim is wholly unjustifiable, 
for it was manifestly the duty of Mr, 
Barnard to let his debtors know he 
wished to call in his long outstanding 
money, and even then, on only a sum- 
mary twenty-four hours demand, he 
himself tells us that Mr. Bostock paid 
the debt of the three other men. 

Mr. Barnard was entitled to 
money, and he got it; as to whether he 
got it in the manner which the Sentint 
calls " dirty ," 1 don't know; it was a 
least summary. But I do know that 
when he states that if he waited to fore 
close till after the general elections he 
could then " have sung for his money," 
he in as far from facts as he is from 
manly delicacy of feeling. I happen to 
know that the purchaser of the Sentinel 
property entered into an express coven- 
ant with the three original proprietors 
to indemnify them from all claims at the 
hands of Mr. Barnard as regards the 
payment of his second mortgage. This 
I know because the document itself was 
submitted to me and 1 had advisetl my 
client as to its effect. So far then from 
there being the slightest fear of Mr. 
Barnard losing anything on account of 
the sale, or there being any such con- 
spiracy as he suggests to leave him with 
a worthless security after the election, 
the fact is that the same second mort- 
gage security, which was undoubtely 
risky before the Bide, became perfectly 
Bound after it, so sound, in fact, that he 
got bis principal and interest on twenty- 
four hours' notice. I shall be'happy to 
procure the document in question for 
anyone who wishes to see it. 

I wish to say, in regard to his whole 
letter, that it is not often that slanders 
can be so promptly and efleetually re- 
futed by documentary evidence as can 
this present one of Mr. Barnard,

Wreckers Arrive From San Fran- 
cisco to Remove the " San Pedro " 
—The " Impmeuse." 



In consequence of a letter which Mr. 
Jamea Woolcock (of Pendray'e Soap 
Works) received from Ole Backe, one of 
the crew of the schooner Eorealis, fears 
are experienced as to the safety of the 
sealer Ida Etta, Capt. Hughes, of this 
port, which sailed for the Japan coast 
about the end of January last. The let- 
tor briefly refers to a report, which was 
said to have reached Yokohama through 
the arrival there of a Japanese warship, 
and is in efl'ect that the sealer has been 
lost somewhere on the coast of Japan. 
The report, of course, cannot just yet be 
directly contradicted, but to no one here 
does it appear probable, for the sealer 
was not bound for Yokohama or any 
Japanese port; she had been late in 
leaving here and could hardly have had 
time to reach the locality mention- 
edd when the letter referred to 
was [written. Besides, the agents 
here say that they would have been 
officially advised of the disaster had it 
occurred long before this. The Ida Etta 
is owned by Capt. Hughes — father of the 
skipper — and others, and last year be- 
longed to the Seattle lleet of sealers. She 
is one of a nam her of vessels under a 
management which will not dispatch its 
vessels to Yokohama owing to their ex- 
periences of last year. These co-it in the 
neighborhood of $11,000 lor three vessels. 
The crews of the sealers referred to upon 
their arrival in Japan were so much de- 
moralized that they were not to be de- 
pended upon afterwards. Desertions, 
riots and trouble on every hand soon 
counted up a big bill of expense for the 
schooners and told very seriously against 
their season's work. The sealer Aurora, 
which is managed this year by the same 
parties as the Ida Etta, has, according 
to news received yesterday, arrived safe- 
ly at the Bonin islands, where she is to 
renew her water supply. She starts for 
the sealing grounds immediately after 
leaving the islands, but Capt. Brown, 
her commander, expects to go to Hako- 
date about June 1, presumably to land 
his seal catch for shipment home. 

THE " SAN PEDRO " WRECKERS, 

Among the passengers to arrive on 
the steamer Walla Walla from San Fran- 
cisco at 4 o'clock, on Sunday morning 
were ten wreckers who have come here 
to work on the removal of the San Pedro. 
In speaking of the undertaking, the San 
Francisco Chronicle some time ago said : 
"Captain T. H. P. Whitelaw, the 
wrecker, has received notification from 
Ottawa that the Canadian government 
has granted him permission to take his 
wrecking machinery across the line to 
do the work. It will be the lirst large 
piece of work attempted by the White- 
law III, which is the ideal of all the ex- 
periments Capt. Whitelaw has made in 
the experience of a lifetime ;.t wrecking. 
Dynamite will be the chief factor in 
the disintegration of the big iron ship. 
There will be no very big charges set off 
on her, but section by section she will 
be blown up. The boilers will probably 
be the heaviest pieces raised to the sur- 
face, it being the intention to use only 
enough explosive under them to loosen 
them from their fastenings. The work 
would commence earlier but dynamite 
cannot be used with much success in 
cold water. Then, too, the divers can- 
not work well in cold water, and two 
economies are served by delay. It will 
require about four months to blow the 
vessel up and raise the fragments for 
shipment to San Francisco." Mr. 
O'Connel is in charge of the wreckers, 
who arrived here on Sunday and it is 
understood is to immediately commence 
active preparations. The Whitelaw III 
will arrive it is expected in a few weeks.

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SIR DONALD'S SUGGESTION. 

It is greatly to be regretted that the 
Manitoba Government ilid not accept 
the terms of compromise offered by Sir 
Donald A. Smith and his associate com- 
missioners. That compromise differed 
little, if any, from the arrangement vol- 
untarily entered into by the people of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick with 
the Roman Catholic minority of those 
provinces. And it will be remembered 
that the denominational minority of 
neither of them had rights secured to it 
by the constitution. That is, the condi- 
tion of those provinces was not such 
when they entered the Confed- 
eration or after they became 
parts of the Dominion as gave 
the minority the right to main- 
tain separate schools or to appeal 
to the Governor General in Council 
against Iho legislation of the Province 
as regards education. They were 
as independent as Provinces of the Do- 
minion can be with respect to the man- 
agement of public schools. 

The undenominational system of edu- 
cation had, besides, been some time in 
operation in both of them. Yet the ma- 
jority in these provinces consented to an 
arrangement which enables the Catholic 
minority to have what are virtually 
schools of their own. This was done 
without any serious interference with 
the system of education then established 
by law. It meant a division of scholars 
in some districts, not a change of sys- 
tem. There was an understanding that 
Catholic children should be taught by 
Catholic teachers, ami this understand- 
ing has, we believe, been faithfully ad- 
hered to. 

The majority of the inhabitants of 
those provinces are to this day favorable 
to undenominational education and 
strongly opposed to separate schools. 
But rather than treat their Roman Cath- 
olic fellow-citizens harshly by compell- 
ing them to send their children to 
schools to which they conscientiously 
objected, they consented to the arrange- 
ment we have alluded to above. The 
change was effected quietly. It was 
not preceded or followed by violent agi- 
tation, and, after it hail been made, edu- 
cational matters in the provinces went 
on more smoothly and more pleasantly 
thau they did before it was effected. We 
believe that if the compromise offered by 
the Ottawa Commissioners bad been ac- 
cepted by the Government of Manitoba 
and carried out in good faith the modifi- 
ed svstem would have worked satisfac- 
torily to Manitobans of all creeds. A 
careful perusal of the oiler 01 the Com- 
missioners will convince the reader that 
the change which its acceptance would 
effect would very much resemble the 
change that was voluntarily made in 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia. Here 
is what the Commissioners modestly de- 
signate their " suggestions ": 

Legislation shall be passed at the pres- 
ent session of the Manitoba legislature 
to provide that in towns and villages 
where there are resident, say, twenty- 
five Roman Catholic children of school 
age, and in cities where there are say, 
fifty of such children, the board of trus- 
tees shall arrange that such children 
shall have a school house or school room 
for their own use, where they may bo 
taught- by a Roman Catholic teacher; 
and Roman Catholic parents or guard- 
ians, say ten in number, may appeal to 
the department of education from any 
decision or neglect of the board in re- 
spect of its duty under this clause, and 
the board shall observe and carry out all 
decisions and directions of the depart- 
ment on any such appeal. 

Provision shall be made by this legis- 
lation that schools wherein the majority 
of children are Catholics shall be ex- 
empted from the requirements of the 
regulations as to the religious exercises. 

That, text books he permitted in Cath- 
olic schools such as will not offend the 
relicious views of the minority, and 



which from an educational standpoint 
shall be satisfactory to the advisory 
hoard. 

Catholics to have representation on 
the advisory board. 

Catholics to have representation on 
the board of examiners appointed to ex- 
amine teachers for certificates. 

It is also claimed that Catholics should 
have assistance in the maintenance of a 
Normal school for the education of their 
teachers. 

The existing system of permits to non- 
qualified teachers in Catholic schools to 
bo continued for say two years, to en- 
able them to qualify, nnd then to bo en- 
tirely discontinued. 

In all other respects the schools at 
which Catholics attend to he public 
schools and subject to every provision of 
the education acts for the time being in 
force in Manitoba. 

To show how such a system works we 
will state what took place in Charlotte- 
town, some years ago. The Bystem of 
the province was undenominational. 
The Roman Catholic Bishop, who was 
highly esteemed by men of all creeds, 
could not accept that system. lie built 
a very lino school house in a central 
situation capable of accommodating four 
or five hundred children, and put it in 
operation at a vory considerable expense 
to the Roman Catholic citizens who, of 
course, had to pay all the taxes, those 
for the maintenance of the public schools 
as well as others. 

Liberal-minded Protestants thought it 
was too bad that their Catholic fellow- 
citizens should be made to bear a double 
burden as far as education was 
concerned, so the Bishop was ap- 
proached to see if some arrangement '"^ 
could be made. After a little while a 
compromise was effected. The city rented 
the Bishop's school house. Propeily 
certificated teachers, all of them Roman 
Catholics, were placed in it. They con- 
formed to all the conditions of the 
school act. The books authorized by 
the Hoard of Education were used in the 
school, and, in fact, there was nothing, 
except the religion of teachers and 
pupils, to distinguish St. Patrick's 
school from the other city schools. There 
was always a Roman Catholic on the 
Board of Trustees, which was nomin- 
ative. 

far as we know, worked for the better 
part of twenty years without a hitch. 
The battle of the schools was fought 
with great fierceness in Prince Edward 
Island, and the majority of its inhabit- 
ants are opposed to denominational 
schools, yet the compromise which we 
have described was made in Charlotte- 
town, the capital, and, we think, in 
Suinmerside, without any opposition 
worth sneaking of. It has worked well, 
and so we have no doubt a similar one 
in Manitoba would have worked if the 
suggestions of the Ottawa Commissioners 
had been accepted and acted upon.

The ad- 
vantage which the French have gained 
by British occupation should he measur- 
ed by what Egyptian securities would 
have been to-day if Great Britain had 
not interposed to raise Egypt from the 
pit into which she had fallen bymisgov- 
ernment and extravagance. Instead of 
being three times what they were worth 
then Egyutian securities would most 
likely be so greatly depreciated as to be 
not worth having.

MATTERS fX THE SOUDAN. 

The Soudan expedition is pushing its 
way south energetically. Messrs. Cook 
& Co., the friends of the tourist, have 
undertaken to transport the troops to 
Wady Haifa. They are doing their work 
well. They conveyed 2,500 men fully 
armed andjequipped from Balliana to 
Assuan, a distance of 800 miles, in fifty 
hours. Preparations are being made at 
Suez for the accommodation of troops 
from India. The expedition is popular 
among the native officers of the Egyp- 
tian army, who are applying for permis- 
sion to serve. The Khedive takes great 
interest in the preparations for war. 
He reviews every detachment as it de- 
parts for the South and exhorts the men 
to do their duty bravely. The relations 
between him and Lord Cromer are now 
as pleasant as possible. 

The prompt and energetic action of the 
British Government has evidently taken 
its enemies on the Continent by sur- 
prise. They seemed to think that the 
greatness of the danger in Africa and 
the apparently unfriendly attitude of j 
the European powers would cause the 
British Government to hesitate. But 
there has been no hesitation. Prepara- 
tions have gone on uninterruptedly and 
obstacles seem to have disappeared as 
soon as they were met. The alarmists 
have ceased to try to frighten the British 
public by fearful accounts of the num- 
bers and the fierceness of the dervishes. 
They have found that they could not 
scare the British public worth mention- 
ing, so they ceased to attempt to do so. 
There is no word so far of an encounter 
between the British and the dervishes. 
It is not likely that news will travel very 
fast just yet from the seat of war, for 
newspaper correspondents have not 
been allowed to go to the front. 

UNGRA TEFUL FRENCHMEN. 

A paragraph from the Paris corres- 
pondence of the Times shows in a very 
clear light how beneficial the occupa- 
tion of Egypt has been even to those 
who find most fault with it. This is the 
paragraph : 

Just before Sir Rivera Wilson was sent 
to Egypt, the 500f. bondjof the Unified 
Debt, for instance, was quoted at PlOf. 
Had all Egyptian securities been then 
sold they would have produced 800,000,- 
OOOf. , and the three-fourths said to be in 
French hands would have realized (100,- 
000,OOOf. These three-fourths are now 
worth l,800,000,000f. The English occu- 
pation has thus given France a profit of 
l,200,000,000f. 1 do not fancy that any 
French colony has yielded as much. The 
Suez Canal, upon which milliards of 
French capital were sjpent, pays in con- 
sequence of the dues from English ship- 
ping. It is, therefore, at least odd to 
speak of French bondholders having to 
be protected from English waste.

CARRIER PIGEONS STOLEN. 

Eight Specimens Taken From a Flock In- 
tended for West Coast Service. 

On Friday night the C.P.N, wharf was 
visited by a thief or thieves and eight 
valuable Homing pigeons were stolen 
which in course of time might have 
brought interesting news from the We 
Coast. The pigeons were members of a 
coop of ten imported from California by 
Mr. T. Magneson, which were to be 
shipped to Clayoquot in charge of Mr. 
Jaeobsen, wdio manages a store at that 
point. They ought to have been for" 
warded on the steamer Maude, which 
sailed on Saturday night, and it, was 
while awaiting shipment that they were 
taken, only a pair being left in the box 
These have gone on to Clayoquot, 
and though Mr. Magneson'B plans 
have been temporarily frustrated he is 
determined to carry iiis intention into 
effect — that of dispatching messages to 
and from Clayoquot by means of carrier 
pigeons. The scheme is, he thinks, 
feasible and if successful should be of 
great convenience for Mr. Magneson 
now has large business interests in 
Clayoquot. The experiment of sending 
messages by carrier pigc ns is not a new 
one in Victoria for frequently steamboat 
men communicate to Port Tovvnsend in 
this way. In carrying out his scheme 
Mr. Mogneson does not expect to have 
perfectly successful results immediately. 
It will take time to acquaint the birds 
with their respective homes here and at 
Clayoquot. Those who profess to know 
say that nothing can be done with im- 
ported birds anil good work is only done 
with those raised in the places to which 
they carry messages.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Second Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

FIFTY-FIRST DAY. 

Monday, April 13, 1896. 

The Sneaker took the chair at 2 p. in. 

Prayers by Rev. Dr. Wilson. 

The report from committee of the 
whole on the mineral hill was taken into 
further consideration, and an amend- 
ment moved by Hon. Mr. Eberts having 
been adopted the report again' stood 
over. 

The house again went into committee 
on the bill for the encouragement of 
dairying. An amendment making the 
maximum amount which may be granted 
to any one concern .$2,000 instead of 
$1,500 as originally proposed, was pre- 
sented by message and agreed to: Bill 
reported complete with amendments. 

LAND SALE HILL, 

Mr. Semlin resumed the debate on the 
motion for the second reading of the bill 
to amend the land act, among other re- 
spects by authorizing the sale of crown 
lands. This part of the bill he opposed, 
as a reversal of the policy adopted some 
years ago, not by the government but by 
the house, who forced the change upon 
the government. He thought that the 
system then adopted had worked well, 
and he therefore opposed the change of 
policy proposed by this bill. 

Mr. Swonn predicted that this change 
of policy would have no material client 
upon the revenue, as the government, he 
thought, would not be able to sell any 
large quantity of land. He asked that 
the bill be withdrawn, in order that pro- 
rogation might not be delayed. 

Mr, Cotton said if the government 
were determined to force the bill 
through, he for one was prepared to 
stay bore as long as necessary to oppose 
it. He thought that to permit the sale 
of lands would practically stop pre-emp- 
tion, as all the best situations would be 
taken up by purchase, leaving no lands 
available for the encouragement of im- 
migration. He thought it very unfor- 
tunate that the government had brought 
down such a bill as this at the end o 
the session, after the views oi theopposi 
tion had been made known in the de 
bate on the school lands sale bill since 
withdrawn, and there having been no de- 
mand from the public for any change of 
policy. 

Hon. Mn. T0RKER took exception to 
the argument that this bill bad 
been improperly brought in at 
the end of the session ; because, 
ho said, its principle — the sale 
of crown lands — was in the bill intro- 
duced in the early part of the session, 
the main difference between the two be- 
ing the manner of sale pronosed. He 
thought the gentlemen opposite answer- 
ed their own arguments by saying in 
one breath that if lands were allowed to 
be sold there will be none left for set- 
tlers, and in the next that such a small 
quantity of lands will be purchased that 
there will be no material effect upon the 
revenue. 

The bill was read a second time on 
party division, 

COLUMBIA & WESTERN LAND GRANT. 

Hon. Mr. Martin moved the second 
reading of the bill authorizing a grant of 
land in aid of the Columbia & Western 
railway. He pointed out that this 
enterprise will be one of great import- 
ance not only to the mining country of 
West Kootenay, but also to the agri- 
cultural district in 'the Okanagan. It is 
in no respect a speculative railway 
as the promoters have shown their busi- 
ness enterprise by the large amount ot 
money they have spent in building their 
smelter at Trail, and they have agreed 
to put up a heavy bond with the govern- 
ment to guarantee the speedy completion 
of the road to Penticton. Another bene- 
ficial effect of this railway would be to 
assist the Shuswap & Okanagan, with 
which it would connect, to be self-sup- 
porting instead of continuing to be a 
charge on the government. 

Mr. Semlin did not object to the prin- 
ciple of this bill, but he thought the 
government might have made a better 
bargain with the company, as the grant 
of 20,000 acres per mile proposed is as 
large as any ever granted even in the 
early days when land was not so valuable 
as at present. He objected to the pro- 
posed exemption of the company from 
taxation on personal property for a term 
of years, and also to the liberty to he

Mil. Williams expressed surprise at 
the appearance of this bill, after it had 
been stated a few weeks ago that the 
company were asking nothing from the 
bouse except the right to build, and 
therefore that no restrictions should be 
imposed. lie referred also to the 
editorials in the Colonist dealing with 
the opposition to the bill of incorpora- 
tion, and next criticised the action of 
the company in placarding the lobbies of 
the legislature with photographs o( the 
smelter works at Trail. lie thought it 
was in questionable taste too for mem- 
bers of the house to have attended a 
banquet recently given by the promoters 
of this railway}', though he would not 
insinuate for a moment that their action 
was thereby influenced. He did not op- 
pose the land grant, however; but lie 
thought that now is the time to impose 
Home of the restrictions which when the 
act of incorporation was before the 
house were not insisted upon because 
the company were stated to be asking 
nothing but the right to build. The 

Eroposed bond of $50,000 to ensure the 
uilding of the road to Penticton he 
looked upon as no guarantee at all, be- 
cause if the company get a million dol- 
lars or so in land for building to Mid- 
way they can well afford to forfeit the 
$50,000 'if they /do not wish to build 
further. 

Hon. Mu. Turner pointed out that 
the bill provides a further penalty, 
whereby a million acres of land earned 
by building the railway will not bo 
granted unless the company complete 
their road to Penticton. lie thought 
the promoters of this road had behaved 
in a very straightforward manner and 
very well, and was surprised to hear 
even the few objections made to-day. 

After further discussion, of an explan- 
atory nature, the hill was read a second 
time, without division. 

The act for the prevention of the de- 
struction of forests by fire was read a 
second time and considered in commit- 
tee, Mr. Brnden in the chair. Bill re- 
ported complete, read a third time and 
passed. 

Hon. Mu. Eberts moved the second 
reading of the coroners bill, giving power 
for the appointment of deputies during 
t'i" torn poultry absence of coroners. 

Bill road a seco id time and considered 



in committee, Mr. Hume in the chair. 
Reported complete, read a third time 
ami passed. 

Mn. Kennedy moved the second read 
ing of the New Westminster & Vancou 
ver Short Lino Raifway bill. This boiler 
agreed to Mr. Kennedy moved to 
struct the committee of the whole to 
consider the following new section : 

Section 1 of chapter 37 of the Statutes of 
British Columbia, lS^!!, is hereby repealed, 
and the following inserted in lieu thereof: — 
I. Daniel J. Munii, Hartley W. Shiles, 
and Charles George Major, all of the city of 
New Westminster, in the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia, together with such other 
persons and corporations as shall, in pur- 
suance of this act, become shareholders in 
the company hereby incorporated, are 
hereby constituted a body corporate and 
politic, by the name of " The New West- 
minster and Vancouver Short Line Rail- 
way Company," hereinafter called the com- 
pany. 

And in section 1, third line, to strike out 
the word "passing," and insert "coming 
into operation." 

Mr, Booth, as chairman of the rail- 
way committee, explained that an agree- 
ment in accordance with the above new 
section had been arrived at between the 
parties whose interests in connection 
with this bill had at tirst appeared to 
conflict, and he read this agreement, 
which provided for the omission of the 
names of Thomas Dunn and Robert G. 
Tat low fr om the bill. Another agree- 
ment between the parties provides for 
the insertion of a section declaring that 
" This act shall not come into operation 
until six months after the passage there- 
of." 

The instruction to committee was 
agreed to. 

It being six o'clock the Speaker left 
the chair. 



After Recess. 
Several minor amendments having 
been made to the municipal clauses bill, 
further consideration of the report from 
committee of the whole was deferred. 

Hon, BIr. Martin moved the second 
reading of the game bill, which notwith- 
standing the slight consideration shown 
for it a few days ago, when it got the six 
months' hoist, he considered a very 
worthy measure which ought to be seri- 
ously considered and become law. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts hoped that if the 
bill did get a Becond reading some 
provision would be inserted in it 
for the protection of fur-bearing 
animals, especially the beaver, which 
although a source of considerable revenue 
in the past to those engaged in this in- 
dustry is rapidly being exterminated, 
according to the fur dealers. 

Mr. Ritiiet said he had voted against 
this bill when it was last before the 
house because he believed that the 
hon. gentlemen opposite were really 
sincere in their professed desire to 
bring the session to a close. Since it 
appeared that they an: not he would 
vote for the second reading of this bill, 
as it has many good features. 

A Iter further discussion Mr. Rogers 
moved the six months' hoist, as he 
thought it too late in the session to con- 
sider such a bill. Hon. Mr. Pooley 
agreed with this, and suggested that in 
the recess a committee of those inter- 
ested should put the hill into proper 
shape — which it was not in at present, 
The six months' hoist was lost on divi- 
sion, and the second reading was car- 
ried. 

Mn. Williams moved the second read- 
ing of the bill respecting conditional 
sales. This was to so amend the act 
that hire receipts may be registered any 
time within twenty-one days from the 
delivery of the goods. Read a second 
time. 

Mn. Booth moved the second reading 
of the hill to amend the liquor license 
act. 

The Speaker ruled that this bill is 
substantially the same as part of that 
introduced by Mr. Helmcken and which 
received the six months' hoist. He asked 
the liotiHO to vote as to whether or not 
this ruling should be sustained. 

The ruling was sustained on division 
of 13 to 10. 

Mn. Rithet moved the socond reading 
of the bill to amend the creditors' trust 
deeds act, the effect of the bill being, he 
said, to make the act similar to the On- 
tario statute, which has been found to 
work very well. 

Bill read a Hecond time and considered 
in committee, Mr. Forster in the chair. 
Reported complete, read a third time 
and passed. 

The house adjourned at 10:25 p.m.

Propositions of the Intercolonial 
Convention Held at Ottawa— 
The Counter Proposals. 



The following is the text of Mr. Cham- 
berlain's speech at the Canada Club 
dinner in London on March fo, from the 

Times : 

Mr. Chamberlain, who, on rising to 
respond to the toast, was received with 
prolonged cheers, said: Mr. President 
and Gentlemen, — I feel honored in being 
associated in this toast with Dr. Monta- 
gue, a member of the ministry and of 
the parliament of Canada, and I feel a 
great pleasure in meeting so many repre- 
sentatives of that great Dominion, 
which, whether we have regard to the 
area of its territory, to its population, 
to its natural resources, or to any other 
test by which we gauge the greatness of 
a people, stands to-day lirst. among the 
group of kindred nations which, to- 
gether with the United Kingdom, form 
the British Empire. (Cheers.; 1 have 
on two occasions had the pleasure of 
visiting Canada, and I have had the op- 
portunity of making the acquaintance of 
many of her leading statesmen, and 
notably of the hue ,Sir John Macdonald, 
that most Imperially-minded man 
(cheers), whose guiding idea throughout 
his long political life was to maintain 
intact the local independence of Canada 
in close alliance with the mother coun- 
try. (Cheer.-.) 1 think that at times 
he had no easy task. (Hear, hear.) 
There were prominent men on both 
sides of the Atlantic, who at one time 
assumed that the manifest destiny of 
Canada was to be absorbed into the 
great Republic on its southern frontier. 
("No, no"; "Never.") That was the 
opinion. (Hear, hear.) It is an ancient 
controversy, and I do not think it neces- 
sary to refer to it now except to mark 
the contrast between the doubt and 
hesitation of those days, and the deter- 
mination now of every son of Canada to 
maintain his local institutions, his spe- 
cial identity, and at the same time to 
draw closer the bonds which unite him 
to the great parent State. (" Hear, 
hear," and cheers.) 

CANADIAN LOYALTY. 

The recent isolation of the United 
Kingdom, the dangers which seemed to 
threaten us, have evoked from all our 
colonies, and especially from Canada, an 
outburst of loyalty ai.d affection which 
have reverberated throughout the world, 
which has had a great effect, and which 
testifies to a sentiment that is deeper 
than words can express (cheers); and it 
answers a question that we have some- 
times asked ourselves. We have been 
told by cynics that these expressions oi 
loyalty and affection are superfluous — 
that they are the ornaments of after 
dinner oratory ("No, no,") but that 
they would not bear the lest ami trial of 
serious conflict, that if a war should 
arise, the mother country would be left 
toiler fate ("No, no,") and that the 
colonies would take care of themselves. 
That idea, at any rate, must have been 
dispelled by what has recently happen- 
ed. (Hear, hear.) The shadow of war 
did darken the horizon, and to none of 
Her Majesty's subjects was that shadow 
more ominous than it was to our fellow- 
citizens in Canada; but there was no 
hesitation, although, if that had hap- 
pened which would have been abhorrent 
to all of us, the bruntof thefirst instance 
would have fallen on Canada. A unani- 
mous voice went up from the people and 
Parliament of Canada to say that this 
matter, although it diil not directly af- 
fect their interests, yet affected the honor 
of the British Empire, and they made 
common cause with us. (Cheers.) They 
were prepared to stand shoulder to 
shoulder, and bear their share of all the 
evils that might come upon us. Well, 
their decision was emphasized in the de- 
bate to which you, Mr. President, have 
referred, which took place recently in 
the Dominion Parliament, and the moral 
of which was summed up in the conclu- 
sion of the eloquent speech of 
Mr. McNeill, the mover of a 
loyal and patriotic resolution, when 
he said: "The British people 
are one people, animated by one spirit 
and determined to stand together as one 
man in defence of their common rights 
and in the maintenance of their com- 
mon interests. ("Hear, hear," and 
cheers.") " We desire peace before all, 
we regard war witli horror, but we are 
prepared to accent it with all its conse- 
quences, come from what quarter it may 
if it be necessary to do so in order to de- 
fend t he honor and the integrity of our 
own Kmpire." (Cheers.) I call 3'our 
attention to the last words of the orator, 
lie speaks of " our own Empire," and 
he struck the right chord for the Empire 
of Great Britain is the common heritage 
of all ber sons, and is not an appanage of 
the United Kingdom alone. (Cheers.) 
Now, in the course of that debate many 
speeches were made, all to the same ef- 
fect, and the resolution was unanimous- 
ly passed with acclamation. 

IMPERIAL KEDKRATTON. 

But again and again allusion was made 
to the opportunity, to the occasion 
which every well-wisher to the unity of 
the Kmpire was bound to seize, and a 
hope was expressed that something 
might be done to bring us cloBer togeth- 
er. Sir, we share that hope (" Hear, 
hear," and cheers), and I ask you now, 
gentlemen, is this demonstration, this 
almost universal expression of loyalty 
from all our colonies to pass away with- 
out a serious effort upon the part both 
of Colonial and Imperial statesmen to 
transform these high sentiments into 
practical results? (Cheers.) I have, at 
any rate, thought that it was my duty 
the first time 1 had the opportunity of 
speaking at least to call attention to the 
position of this great question, which 
has been before us now a good number 
of years, which lias attracted intensely 
the sentiments of the people, but 
which has not up to the present 
time resulted in anything like a practical 
scheme. In the year 1881, a league was 
formed — the Imperial Federation League 
— under the most favorable auspices. 
The late Mr. Forster was its president, 



able to answer the challenge. Sir, 
think that we may, at all events, learn 
from its experience that the realization 
of our hopes, if they are in the direction 
of a federation of the Empire— their final 
realization— is a matter of such vast 
magnitude and such great complication 
that it cannot be undertaken at the 
present time. But it does not follow 
that 011 that account we should give up 
our aspirations. (Hear, hear.) It is 
only a proof that we must approach the 
goal in a different way, that we must 
not try to do everything all at once, 
that we must seek the line of least re- 
sistance. To create a new government 
for the British Empire — a new govern- 
ment with large powers, of taxation and 
legislation over countries separated by 
thousands of miles of Bea, in conditions 
as various as those which prevail in our 
several dependencies and colonies — that, 
indeed, would be a duty from which the 
boldest statesman might shrink appalled. 
We may, however, approach this desir- 
able consummation by a process of 
gradual development. (Hear, hear.) 
We may bear in mind, in the lirst place, 
the words of Shakespeare, that 



vast design was eversnntched i.i haste: 
s patience heaves 11 on." 



and it afterwards enjoyed the assistance 
of a long series of distinguished states- 
men and prominent personages ; but two 
years ago it was dissolved without hav- 



( Cheers.) We may endeavor to establish 
common interests and com n obliga- 
tions. When we have done that, it will 
be natural that some sort of representa- 
tive authority should grow up to deal 
with the interests ami the obligations 
we have created. What is the greatest 
of our common obligations? It is Im- 
perial defence. What is the greatest of 
our common interests? It is Imperial 
trade. (Hear, hear.) And those two 
are very closely connected. It is very 
difficult to see how you can pretend to 
deal with the great question of Imperial 
defence without having first dealt with 
the question of Imperial trade. Im- 
perial defence is largely a matter of 
ways and means, and ways and means 
are dependent upon the fiscal and other 
commercialarrangementsyou may make ; 
and, therefore, the conclusion to which 
I arrive is this — that if the peopleof this 
country and the people of the colonies 
mean what they have been Baying, and 
if they intend to approach this question 
of Imperial unity in a practical spirit, 
they must approach it on its commercial 
side. 

T1IH EXAMPLE OF TIIK GERMAN EMPIRE. 

We have a great example before us in 
the creation of the German Kmpire. 
How was that brought about? You will 
recollect that, in the lirst instance, it 
commenced with the union of two of the 
states which now form that great empire 
in a commercial zollverein. They at- 
tracted the other states gradually — were 
joined by them for commercial purposes. 
A council, a Keichsrath, was formed to 
deal with those commercial ques- 
tions. Gradually by those discus- 
sions national objects and political 
interests were introduced, and so, 
from starting as it did on a purely com- 
mercial point and for commercial inter- 
ests, it developed until it became a bond 
of unity and the basis of the German 
empire. We have another reason why 
we should approach this subject from its 
commercial side, and that is that in re- 
gard to this the colonies, to whose feel- 
ings we must pay the utmost deference, 
who must, in fact, in one sense at any 
rate, take the initiative in any move- 
ment, have clearly pointed by their ac- 
tion to commercial union as the point 
upon which, as they consider, the whole 
subject is most ripe. Why, what hap- 
pened at the great conference at Gttawa, 
which was held in 1894? The principal 
resolution — principal, at all events, in 
regard to its importance — which was 
passed at that conference, was in the fol- 
lowing terms : "That this conference 
records its belief in the advisability of a 
customs arrangement between Great 
Britain and her colonies, by which trade 
with the Empire may be placed upon a 
more favorable footing than that which 
is carried on with foreign countries." 
(Cheers.) It is quite true that that was 
the declaration of a general principle, 
and that no definite plan was submitted 
to or adopted by the conference, but we 
have other means of information. We 
are acquainted with the speeches that 
were made there, and we know what 
was in the minds of the delegates. I 
observed in the Times this morning a 
telegram from Canada which tells us 
that Mr. McNeill, the gentleman who 
moved the patriotic resolution to which 
I have already referred, lias moved an- 
other resolution in the House of Com- 
mons of Canada, by which lie proposes 
to declare that it is desirable in 
the interests of Great Britain and of the 
colonies that a moderate ad valorem 
duty, independent of any existing duty, 
should be imposed by the colonies anil 
by the mother country upon all im- 
ports from foreign countries. (Cheers.) 
That, therefore, is the suggestion, for I 
will call it no more, it is not a formal 
proposition, but it is the suggestion that 
has been made to us by our colonies for 
carrying out a svstem of commercial 
union. At any rat", a proposition of 
that kind is entitled to respectful con- 
sideration, and if we object to it, we 
ought , I think, to propose an alterna- 
tive, and wo ought — and this is the other 
opportunity for us — to say at once that 
alt that we have said, all that we have 
done, all that we have thought about im- 
perial unity has been thrown away and 
that that idea must be abandoned as an 
empty dream. Now, sir, do not let us 
minimize the proposition we are asked 
tf) consider. It would involve in the case 
of the United Kingdom a most serious 
disturbance of our trade ; it, would be a 
great change in the principle which for 
many years past has guided our com- 
mercial policy. It involves the imposi- 
tion of a duty, it may be a small one, 
but it is a duty upon food and upon raw 
material, and whatever may be the re- 
sult of imposing such a duty, as to 
which, if I had time, I could discourse 
for many minutes — whatever may he the 
actual result — the tendency is to in- 
crease the cost of living, which would, 
of course, increase the pressure upon 
the working classes of this country. 
(No, no), to increase the cost of living, 
and to increase the pressure upon the 
working classes of this country. (Hear, 
hear.) That cannot be denied, and it 
would have a tendency to increase the 
cost of production, which would put us, 
of course, in a worse position than now 
in competition with foreign countries in 
neutral markets. 

THE CONSEQUENCES OF THE PROPOSAL. 

I seo no use in abutting my eyes to 
the consequences of the proposition 
(cheers), which I desire to consider with 



an impartial mind. The first thing is to 
establish the facts, and tiie facts are as I 
have stated. In return, under this pro- 
posal, we should get. a small, and a very 
small, consideration in the shape of a 
preference of it may be 2 per cent., it 
might even be 5 per cent., in our com- 
petition with foreign manufacturers in 
the colonial market. Now what, then, 
is this proposal wo are asked to con- 
siderd It is a very startling proposal 
for a free trade country (hear hear), and 
I say that in its present form it is a pro- 
posal which it is impossible for us to 
adopt. (Cheers.) I do not say that 
merely because a proposal of this kind 
is contrary to free trade principles; be- 
cause I think I am myself a convinced 
free trader in the sense of believing that 
the theory is undoubtedly the theory on 
which the world would become most 
prosperous, yet I have not such a 
pedantic admiration for it that, if suf- 
ficient advantage were offered to me, 1 
would not consider a deviation from the 
strict doctrine. (Hear, hear.) Mr. 
Cobden himself took this view, and 
compromised his principles in making 
the French treaty; and it cannot lie ex- 
pected that we, his disciples, should be 
more orthodox than the apostle of free 
trade himself. (Hear, hear, and laugh- 
ter.) But my point is that in the pro- 
posal and the suggestion which has 
hitherto been made there is no sufli- 
cient quid pro quo ; the advantage offer- 
ed is not enough to induce this country 
to take the certain loss and the possible 
risk which would be involved in review- 
ing altogether its present commercial 
policy. Having regard to the amount of 
the colonial duties which are at the pre- 
sent time levied upon British produce, j 
it is evident that a fixed addition | 
such as is suggested would be a much I 
smaller preference in the case of goods

We are not conterminous 
this country the preference is given on countries ; we are countries, as I have 
the present) cost price of the goods, but said, separated by thousands of miles, 



in the colonies the preference is only 
adtled to the cost of the goods plus the 
heavy duties now imposed. The per- 
centage, therefore, would he much more 
in favor of the colonies than it would be 
in favor of the United Kingdom. (Hear, 
hear.) But the second point, which is 
much more important, is that our for- 
eign trade is so gigantic in proportion to 
the foreign trade of the colonies that the 
burden of an arrangement of this kind 
would fall with much greater weight on 
the United Kingdom than upon our fel- 
low-subjects in the colonies. I, there- 
fore, think we may very fairly ask our 
fellow-subjects in the colonies to better 
their offer if, as I believe, they desire to 
proceed upon those lines, and if those 
lines do really otl'er the best direction in 
which we can proceed. 

LORD IUPON'S DISPATCn. 

Thearguments I have used, and a good 
number of others which I should not 
think of wearying you with, have been 
very ably stated in an important dis- 
patch which was addressed by my pre- 
decessor, Lord Ripon, in 185)5 to' the gov- 
ernors of all the colonies, and that dis- 
patch has been generally assumed to be 
an absolute negative to the proposals ol 
the colonies. That is a mistake. That 
dispatch is conclusive, in my opinion, as 
to the particular proposal which has up 
to the present time been suggested for 
our consideration, but it does not bar 
the door to other proposals, which, be- 
ing more favorable, might receive a 
more favorable consideration. There is 
one passage in Lord Ripon 'a dispatch, 
most important in my eyes, which 
somehow or other seems to have escaped 
general attention. It is a paragraph to 
this effect: "The resolution (that is, the 
resolution of the Ottawa Conference) 
does not advocate the establishment of 
a customs union comprising the wdiole 
Empire, whereby all the existing bar- 
riers to free commercial intercourse be- 
tween the various members would be 
removed, and the aggregate customs rev- 
enue equitably apportioned among the 
different communities. Such an arrange- 
ment," Bays Lord Ripon, "would be free 
in principle from objection, and, it it 
were practicable, would certainly prove 
effective in cementing the unity of the 
Kmpire and promoting its progress and 
stability." Now that is another sugges- 
tion, that is a suggestion of an alterna- 
tive to the proposition which I have been 
considering; and 1 would like to be al- 
lowed, in order to make the course of my 
argument perfectly clear, to summarize 
what I havo said to you upon this point. 

FOUB PROPOSITIONS. 

I have laid down four propositions, 
which I think cannot be controverted. 
The first is that there is a universal de- 
sire among the members of the Empire 
for a closer union between the several 
branches, and that, in our opinion as in 
yours, this is desirable — nay, it. is essen- 
tial for the existence of the Empire as 
such. My second proposition is that ex- 
perience has taught us that this closer 
union can be most hopefully approached 
in the lirst instance from its commercial 
side. My third proposition is that the 
suggestions which have hitherto been 
made to us, although we know them to 
have been made in good part, are, when 
considered from the point of 
view of British interests, not sufficient- 
ly favorable to be considered by this 
country. My fourth proposition "is that 
a true zollverein for the British Empire, 
that a free trade established throughout 
the empire, although it would involve 
the imposition of duties against foreign 
countries, and would be in that respect 
a derogation from the high principles of 
free trade, and from the practice of the 
United Kingdom up to the present time, 
would still be a proper subject for dis- 
cussion, and might probably lead to a 
satisfactory arrangement if the colonies, 
on their part, were willing to consider it. 
(Hear, hear and cheers.) It has been 
assumed, in Lord Ripon 'a despatch, and 
in many other documents, that the 
colonies must necessarily refuse to con- 
sider a proposition of this kind, because 
it would interfere with the necessities of 
their revenue, that they arc obliged to 
rely upon indirect taxation for the funds 
by which their administration is carried 
on, and that they could not enter on 
such an agreement as this without pro- 
viding ways and means by methods 
which, at present at any rate, are alto- 
gether unpopular in many of our colon- 
ies. I am not convinced of the truth of 
that statement, and I want especially to 
point out that the advantages of such a 
proposal are so enormous to the colon- 
ies, as they would undoubtedly lead to 
the earliest possible development of their 
great natural resources, would bring to 
them population, would open to them 
the enormous market of the United 
Kingdom for their products, their food, 
their timber, their sugar— the advan- 
tages, I say, are so enormous that it 
appears to me that the colonies them- 



111 some cases, and the circumstances of 
our different countries vary so consider- 
ably that it is evident that, in any ar- 
rangement as to general free trade with- 
in the Empire, exceptions must he made 
in the case of articles that are chiefly 
taxed for revenue purposes. For in- 
stance, we cannot admit free trade in 
spirits or in tobacco, or to any gentleman 
who has had any experience, other arti- 
cles will suggest themselves, which in 
one part of the Empire or another are 
the subject of Btrictly revenue duties, 
and might, by common agreement, he 
excluded from any such arrangement. 
But the principle which I claim must be 
accepted if we are to make any, even 
the slightest, progress is that within the 
different parts of the Empire, protection 
must disappear, and that the duties 
must be revenue duties, and not protec- 
tive duties in the sense of protecting the 
products of one part of the Empire 
against those of another part. It seems 
to me that if that principle were adopted 
there would lie reason for calling a coun- 
cil of the Empire, calling representatives 
from the different States forming the 
Empire; and although the subject would 
he one of enormous difficulty and the 
greatest complication, still 7 with the 
good-will that exists and the ultimate 
goal in view, I cannot but think that 
something like a satisfactory and work- 
able arrangement might he arrived at. 
(Cheers.) A nd although in such a case 
the principles of free trade would lose 
something in their application to the 
dealings between ourBelves and foreign 
countries, advocates of free trade must 
remember how much they would gain 
by its extension to all the States which 
are after all, whatever may he said, 
more likely to develop and increase in 
prosperity and population and wealth 
and power of commerce, and enterprise 
than any of the foreign States with 
which we have relations. 

01'U ULTIMATE OBJECT. 

Mr. President, I feel that I owe you some 
apology for dealing at such length with 
a subject which might be thought to be 
too serious for after dinner oratory, but 
there is no doubt that we all feel that it 
is a subject of enormous importance, and 
1 desired very much to call attention to 
it. I speak on this occasion for myself 
only. I want, not to lay down a course 
of policy which must he followed, tint I 
want to provoke discussion — to provoke 
discussion in this country and to pro- 
voke discussion, above all, in the colon- 
ies ; and, if the details of such a subject 
as this are prosaic, at all events the ulti- 
mate aim that, wu have in view appeals 
to our highest sentiments of patriotism. 
To organize am empire — one may almost 
say to create an empire — greater and 
more potent for peace and the civiliza- 
tion of the world than any that history 
has ever known (cheers) — that is a 
dream if you like, but a dream of which 
no man need be ashamed. (Loud cheers.) 
We appreciate and we cordially respond 
to the notes, the stirring notes, of loyal- 
ty and affection that have been evoked 
from our colonies when the great mother 
country has appeared to he in danger. 
We look forward with hope and with 
confidence to the development of those 
countries which are populated by our 
children and by our kinsmen, but those 
sentiments alone will never make an 
empire unless they are confirmed by 
bonds of material interest, and we can 
only found Imperial unity upon a com- 
mon weal. (Cheers.) And so, if you 
will permit me, I will conclude in the 
words of a Canadian poet, who, address- 
ing the statesmen of the Dominion, 
said : — 

" Unite the Empire— make It stand compact. 
" Shoulder to shoulder let Us members feel 
"The touch of Ilrhlsh brotherhood; and act 
"As one great nation— si rong and true us sleel." 

(Loud cheers.)

" HIGH WAGES BI T NO WORK." 

A Practical Argument in Favor oi' Lower 
Wages but Regular Work. 

(From The Saturday Review.) 
Our " workinguien's leaders," when 
they are tired of bringing libel actions 
and getting a farthing damages, would 
do well to study the remarkable state- 
ment made by Lord Londonderry to his 
miners at Rainton on Saturday last. 
He proposes to shut Rainton Colliery, 
and the unfortunate men who will be 
thrown out of work came to ask the 
reason. The owner produced a complete 
and detailed bah.noe sheet, showing that 
the la t year's working cost 100, 
while the receipts were only Cod, 0110, 
and even Lord Londonderry can- 
not go on indefinitely losing 
£16,000 a year. But the analysis 
of the figures is even more in- 
structive than the totals. The net loss 
is Is lid per ton of coal raised. The 
total cost per ton at the pit's mouth is 
8s 10)..d, and the selling price only 6s 
llj^d. Of the cost, lis Oil is for wages. 
Now, in 18K7, just nine years ago, the 
pit was paying, the " wages cost " being 
4i 6%d. The result to the men has been 
a gain of 2s )4A P er ton > n wages — and 
the closing of the mine. 

The reporter adds that the statement 
of Lord Londonderry caused a '■ profound 
sensation," and well they might. We 
fancy that the sensation will spread 
Strikes, shorter hours, higher wages 
heaven-sent labor leaders with snug 
seats in parliament, Hyde Park demon- 
strations, and all the rest of it, are, no 
doubt, very line things ; but if the men 
all oyer the country who, like the 1,500 
at Rainton, have been thrown out o( 
work could be got to speak we fancy 
they would cry out for lower wages anil 
regular work rather than higher wages 
and no work.

John Christian Seliultii, M.D., F.B.S. 
C, was the son of William Sehultz, of 
Bergin, Norway, and Klizabeth Riley, oi 
Bandon, Ireland. He was born at Am- 
herstburg, Kssex, Ontario, 1st January, 
1840 and received his preliminary educa- 
liodat Amherstburg and Oberlin college, 
Kingston, and the medical branch of 
Victoria college, Toronto. He went to 
Fort Garry in Rupert's land iu 1S00, 
and returning the same year through the 
Sioux and Ojibway country to St. Paul, 
thence to Canada, graduated as M.D. in 
IStil and returned to Fort Garry where 
he made extensive botanical collections, 
embodying his observations in a paper 
read before the Botanical society of 
Kingston, for which he was elected a 
Fellow. In 1803 lie assisted Governor 
Mactavish and Rt. Rev. Bishop Ander- 
son, D.I)., in forming the Institute of 
Rupert's Land, of which he became 
secretary, taking an active part in the 
formation of its museum, and contribut- 
ing papers on prevailing diseases of 
Rupert's hand, and other subjects, lie 
married in 1S67, Agnes Campbell, daugh- 
ter of James Farquharson, formerly of 
British Guiana, merchant. In 1867 and 
1S0S he urged the union of al! the prov- 
inces, and his efforts to induce the west- 
ern extension of the Confederation of 
provinces to include his adopted home 
gained him the ill-will of the then Hud- 
son's Hay Company's rulers of Rupert's 
Land, but was afterwards awarded the 
Confederation medal. When the pur- 
chase of the Northwest was consummat- 
ed in 1869, and after the capture of Fort 
Garry by the insurgents of that year, 
bis house, then under its guns, was be- 
sieged, and thirty-nine English, Metis 
and Canadian defenders of the govern- 
ment supplies stored there cut off from 
wood and water, were on the 7th Decem- 
ber, 1869 captured and incarcerated in 
Fort Garry. In February, 1S70, he es- 
caped, and was one of a large force of 
loyal inhabitants who completed the re- 
lease of the rest of the prisoners. lie 
was then declared to be liable to be shot, 
a reward was offered for his capture, 
dead or alive, and the ordinary routes 
of the province were guarded. He suc- 
ceeded in eluding search and pursuit 
and after a toilsome and sdventurous 
journey reached Ottawa, by way of the 
heads ol lakes Winnipeg and Superior. 
In spring of 1870 he returned to Mani- 
toba by the Dawson route and Winnipeg 
river, and at lirst general election he 
was chosen to represent l.isgar in the 
House of Commons, which seat he held 
till 1882, when he was elevated to the 
Senate. He was appointed Lieutenant- 
Governor of Manitoba, 1st July, 1888.

DASTARDLY OUTRAGE. 

Attempt on tile Life ol New York Police 
Commissioner Roosevelt. 

Nr.w VoKK, April 1:1. — A dastardly at- 
tempt against the life of Theodore Roose- 
velt, president of the New York police 
hoard, was made by mailing him an in- 
fernal machine. It was held at the post 
office because the package had a fuse hut 
no stamps, and it was turned over to the 
police department. Captain O'Brien 
opened it and there was a Hash from the 
fuse, which could have been set oil' by a 
vigorous tearing apart of the wrapping 
paper. The matches would have, been 
rubbed and the ignited sulphur would 
have burned and set oil' the fuse, which 
entered a large cracker box. The cracker 
box was cut, in two, exposing a tine pow- 
der, which Hashed up at ihe touch of a 
mutch. Captain O'Brien was surprised 
to find, contrary to his and the chief's 
expectation, that the bomb was genu- 
ine, though not so dangerous as to prove 
fatal. It might have injured anyone 
opening it carelessly.

111 a letter r a t the city council 
meeting last night, Mr. G. E, Jorgensen 
took excep tion to some of thestateiuents 
in the report sent in by the select com- 
mittee which conducted the waterworks 
investigation. Mr. JorgeiiBen's letter 
says : 

" Although I fail to see how it conies 
within the scope of this inquiry, the 
signers take occasion to direct certain 
attacks against me, inasmuch as they, 
through a roundabout way of reasoning 
based upon the evidence of three out of 
700 or 800 men who from time to time 
have been employed on the works, ar- 
rive at the conclusion that certain state- 
ments made by me in a letter of January 
25, 1890, to the water commissioner 
• were solely in the interest of the con- 
tractors and were misleading and incor- 
rect.' In my letter of January 25, 1896, 
1 upon request of the Mayor gave the 
reasons why I had arrived at the opin- 
ion that the contractors should have a 
time extension until March 31, This 
lettes in no place contains the statement 
' that by reason of strikes the works have 
been seriously interfered with,' as al- 
leged in the report of the two aldermen 
and while 1, in the letter referred to, 
certainly made the statement quoted in 
their report in regard to strikes and dif- 
ficulties in obtaining men — a statement 
which the committee could easily have 
had substantiated by the evidence of 
Mr. Brown, myself, and others — it is de- 
cidedly incorrect and viciously mislead- 
ing when the majority of the committee 
report that upon this assumption it is 
argued by the engineer that the con- 
tractors should be given the extension of 
time. To bear me out in this I beg 
leave to quote from the above mentioned 
letter the following: 'Since the com- 
mencement of the contract work has 
been suspended for 27 days on account 
of inclement weather, and" from the mid- 
dle of December last year till date the 
progress of the work has la en greatly 
impeded generally, partly from frost, 
which has Interfered much with the lay- 
ing of brick and otherwise, and partly 
from moisture in the ground, which 
makes it difficult to handle earth work to 
advantage and renders it especially pre- 
carious to build the reservoir slopes and 
prepare them for the concrete paving.' 
And also: ' The interest of thecitywitl 
not be met if the filling under the con- 
crete floors of the filter beds and the re- 
servoir embankments are thrown up 
hurriedly, but only if the greatest care 
is exercised in the distribution of the 
lilling material, and if this is givensuBi- 
cieuttime to settle from time to time as 
the work progresses. And it is evident 
that until such proper set tlement lias 
been allowed to take place it would be 
unwise, if not reckless, to commence the 
laying of concrete floors and paving up- 
on the earthwork.' 

" 1 am convinced that these reasons, 
which I do not think even the two ald- 
ermen signing the report can call 'due to 
the action of the contractors themselves,' 
will furnish sufficient grounds for any 
engineer to allow the time extension, 
as proposed by me — a contention which 
is abundantly proved correct from the 
fact that Messrs. E. A. Wilniot, C.E., 
and II. P. Bell, C.E., the engineers now 
in charge of the work, even up to this 
date have considered it prudent to re- 
strain the contractors, from commencing 
to lay the concrete floors and paving 
upon the earthwork, presumably be- 
cause this has not. yet had sufficient 
time to settle. I am satisfied to leave to 
the judgment of any unprejudiced mind, 
with a clear conception of the facts of 
the case, if I in any matter concerning 
the time extension have acted ' solely in 
the interest of the contractors,' or if 1 
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Dr. U. F. Merrill.

have been actuated by a desire to see 
the works completed in a safe ami per- 
manent manner. The question at issue 
in regard to hoarding and lodging, etc., 
oi the men has always occurred to me 
to he a private matter between the con- 
tractors and their men — a, matter in 
which it would, be nothing short of im- 
pudence for me to interfere by [losing as 
a guardian of the employes, who I 
have 110 doubt are abundantly able to 
maintain their own rights. I 
shall only yet refer to the minority 
report signed by Aid. Maemillan in re- 
gard to the evidence of two of the em- 
ployes to the effect that a log has been 
placed in the foundation of one of the 
walls under instructions from the con- 
tractor's foreman. In this connection I 
venture to call your attention to clause 
22 of the contract which reads : ' Should 
the engineer or other authorized officer 
require it for their more perfect satisfac- 
tion the contractor shall at any period 
during the continuance of this contract 
pull down or unship any part of the 
works and make such openings and to 
such extent through any part of the said 
works as the engineer or officer may 
direct, and which the contractor shall 
make good again to their satisfaction. 
Should the works be found faulty in 
any respect the whole of tho expenses 
thereby incurred shall be defrayed by 
the contractor, but if otherwise by the 
corporation. Any difference arising 
under this clause as to who shall hear 
the expense shall be determined by the 
engineer whose decision shall be final 
and a condition precedentto any rights of 
the contractor against the corporation.' I 
am informed that the contractors have 
requested your engineer to put this 
clause in operation in order to have the 
matter settled, but the request has not. 
yet been acceded to. The value of this 
evidence can therefore not be expected 
to command much attention or serious 
consideration. 

" In conclusion I beg to submit to your 
honorable body if it is fair and just for 
your ::onimittee's majority to form con- 
clusions and pass damaging judgment 
from evidence ol" three out of 700 em- 
ployes without securing a hearing from 
the mail whose character they are en- 
deaving to damage." 

Ald. Cameron, seconded by Aid. Part- 
ridge, moved that the letter lie on the 
table, to be taken up when the commit- 
tee's report was considered. 

Ald. Macmillan objected that there 
was no reason for not iiling the letter as 
it did not bring any evidence to refute 
the witnesses who had appeared before 
the committee. As to "Sir. Jorgensen 
saying he had nothing to do with the 
contractors' treatment and hiring of men, 
the engineer was the city's representa- 
tive to see that the agreement between 
the contractors and the city was carried 
out in every particular. 

Ai.n. Humphrey was of Aid. Macmil- 
lan 's opinion that the letter should be 
liled, though he did not care particu- 
larly what was done with it. 

Ald. Williams remarked tha the 
delay in the work was really caused by 
the original designs being faulty. The 
whole matter rested on that, and there 
was no use in Mr. .lorgensen's trying to 
make out anything else. 

Ald. pAtiTiiiDOis failed to see what ob- 
jection there could be in laying the let- 
ter over. This was finally agreed lo. 

The City Engineer sent in an ex- 
planation from the Street Superinten- 
dent, in regard to a report of the finance 
committee which found fault with street 
work being done on several days in Feb- 
ruary when the weather was too in- 
clement lo work to good effect. The 
Street Superintendent gave particulars 
which were considered satisfactory, hut 
it was decided in the absence of Aid. 
Marchant, of the finance committee, 
and Aid. Wilson, of the street commit- 
tee, to lay the matter over. 

A communication from the Provincial 
Secretary asked w hy Geo. Knowles, who 
was now applying for admission to the 
Kamloops home, had been discharged 
from the city's old men's home. 

Ald. Macjullan explained that. 
Knowles left of his own accord. The 
explanation will be sent to the Provin- 
cia 1 Secretary. 

The purchasing agent was authorized 
to call for tenders for police clothing, 
and the streets and sewerage commit- 
tees' recommendation was adopted to 
award the tender for nails to McGregor 
iv Sons; for iron work to Victoria Iron 
Works ; for brick to M. llumbur. The 
tenders for lumber were referred to the 
purchasing agent to report. 

The gift to the park by the Chief Jus- 
tice of a fawn was acknowledged with 
thanks. 

Some discussion arose over the mo- 
tion of Aid. Tiarks, seconded by Aid. 
Williams, to replace the telephones of 
the chief of police and tho poundkeeper, 
which it had been decided to dispense 
with at a former meeting. 

Ald. Partbidge was in favor of add- 
ing to the motion that Mrs. Jameson's 
telephone he replaced. 

Alii. Macmillan on the other hand 
characterized the desire to replace the 
telephones as a weather cock proceeding 
to upset the decision the council had al- 
ready arrived at. 

Ald. C.\MKitoN took tho ground that 
the motion was out of order but the 
Mayor ruled otherwise. On the vote 
being taken the motion was lost. Aid. 
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Macmillan, Humphrey, Cameron and 
Glover voting against it. 

The ; report of the waterworks in- 
quiry committee was laid over till next 
week. 

In reply to Aid. Cameron, Aid. Wil- 
liams remarked that the' street superin- 
tendent has been instructed to bring 
out the street sprinkler whenever it was 
needed. 

At Aid. Macmillan's request inquiry 
will be made as to what was 1 the service 
for which an item was paid by the school 
board to Sbeddan & Coward. 

The meeting adjourned at 9:30.

THE WAILS IN AFRICA. 

Sir Redvers Buller to Be Sent to Egypt- 
Movements of British Troops. 

London, April IS. — A dispatch from 
Cairo to the Daily News says 
that several men of the Staffordshire 
Regiment, now at Wady Haifa, are 
invalided by the extreme; heat and the 
hard marching. It is expected that Sir 
Redvers Boiler will be sent to Egypt in 
June. A number of good officers' with 
Egyptian experience have already been 
sent into Egypt by the war office after 
passing a rigid medical examination. 

In the House of Commons Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain made a statement to-day 
regarding the situation in Matabelelffnd 
that the governor of Cape Colony, Sir 
Hercules Robinson, had offered to dis- 
patch immediately to the disturbed dis- 
tricts a force of three hundred cavalry 
and two hundred mounted infantry from 
Natal, in addition lo the volunteers and 
police which had already been arranged 
to be sent to Matabeleland. He added 
that Sir Hercules Robinson would also 
raise a force of 250 Basutos to assist in 
quelling the rebellion. Mr. Chamber- 
lain added that the British South Africa 
company would have to pay for these 
operations.
